by nati*al selection), wiiich may be called the D"™** 
theory, is popularly supposed to be finally accepted DT tn» 
scientific world. 
^. 
There could be no graver error. Natural selection is at 


best a working hypothesis with a minimum of scientific evi- 


dence and a maximum of more or less ingenious but loose and unscientific 
reasoning. 
John Girard says, speaking of Darwinism: "In spite of Its great name, tta 


success has throughout been popular rather than scientific, and as time went 
on it has lost ground among the class most qualified to judge. Evolutionist* 
there are in plenty, but very few genuine Darwinists, and among these can by 
no means be reckoned all who adopt the title, for not a few of them, lfl» 
Romanes and. Weissman, profess doctrines which cannot be reconciled wltli 
those of Darwin himself." ^ 
Professor Huxley, an ardent exponent of Darwinism, could not unreserv- 


edly accept the theory, and a score or more of scientiQc men of the first rank 
could be named who "reject Darwinism altogether or admit it only with fatal 
reservations." 
That higher forms of organic life have been evolved from lower is not dis- 


puted, but that all organic life has been so developed genetically from sub- 
stantially the same form of germ plasm is very far from an accepted scientific 
fact. Apart from biological research, which cannot be conclusive, all we have 
to guide us are the fragmentary records of paleontology, which, when critically, 
examined, certainly do not help the afSfffiative very much. 


It is not possible without encroaching seriously upon your space to show 


the many obstacles to the acceptance of the theory in question, but generally 
speaking, the fossil records of organic life are fertile with evidences antago- 
nistic to the hypothesis of genetic evolution, while the evidence required to 
support it is conspicuous at every turning point by its absence,_and has to be 
supplied by the ingenious imagination of its advocates. As M. Fabre says 
(quoted by Girard): "Let us acknowledge .that in truth we know nothing 
about anything as far as ultimate truths are concerned. Scientifically consid-. 
ered, nature is a riddle to which human curiosity can find no answer. Hy- 
pothesis, the ruins of theories are piled one on another; but truth ever es- 
capes us. To learn how to remain in ignorance may well be the final lesson 
of wisdom."

Seeing 'that the broad side of the 
fence would bar him, the bear made for the front corner; but, seeing this 
corner impregnable, he naturally turned toward the other unexplored corner 
quite undaunted. Of course, he is again disappointed, but since the first dis- 
appointment was forgotten by the shock of the second, he hopefully again 
returns to the said first corner, and so on, hour after hour, days, weeks, and 
year after year. Lions, tigers, leopards, etc., do exactly as does this bear; 
but I will ssy of this particular bear, that although -he has worn deep holes in, 
the cement floor in both corners of alternate hope and despair, his nose has 
become worn by his systematic swing of the head in spurning these really 
hopeless corners of escape. There is as yet no clear impression on the mind 
of this bear that bis long search for freedom is really hopeless. But this un- 
daunted bear can be convinced, as by cutting off Ms view of freedom without, 
and it would also teach us a lesson — that the difference between simple intui- 
tion and reasoning is enormously great.

Professor Huxley, an ardent exponent of Darwinism, could not unreserv- 
edly accept the theory, and a score or more of scientific men of the first rank 
could be named who "reject Darwinism altogether or admit it only with fatal 
reservations." 


That higher forms of organic life have been evolved from lower is not dis- 
puted, but that all organic life thas been so developed genetically from sub- 
stantially the same form of germ plasm Is very far from an accepted sclentlfio 
fact. Apart from biological research, which cannot be conclusive, all we have 
to guide us are the fragmentary records of paleontology, which, when crlticallr. 
examined, certainly do not help the ufflmatlve very much. 


It is not possible without encroaching seriously upon your space to show 
the mauy obstacles to the acceptance ot the theory In question, but generally 
speaking, the fossil records of organic life are fertile with evidences antago- 
nistic to the hypothesis of genetic evolution, while the evidence required to 
support it is conspicuous at every turning point by Its absence,^and has to be 
supplied by the Ingenious imagination of Its advocates. 
As M. Fabre says 
(quoted by Girzyrd): 
"Let us acknowledge that In truth we know nothing 
about anything as far as ultimate truths are concerned. 
Scientifically consid- 
ered, nature Is a riddle to which human curiosity can find no answer. 
Hy- 
pothesis. the ruins of theories are piled one on another; 
but truth ever es- 
capes us. To learn how to remain In Ignorance may well be the final lesson

•'How much you give?'" inquired the 


Rapid Strides Made in -Secondary Ed- 


ucational Institutions. 


Never before in the history of Am- 


erican education have there been so 
many and so well equipped private 
schools, from the kindergartens to the 
college prepaiatory schools. 
Their 


growth in numbers and importance 
has been remarkable, paralleling the 
rapid strides made 
by the 
public 


schools. 


The secondary school is a result of 


the tinies, and it has responded to the 
demand so thoroughly that today the 
leading colleges report that from 50 
to 75 percent of their freshmen are 
graduates of private schools. 


Primarily the private school that 


prepares the boy or girl for college re- 
sulted from the overcrowding of the 
public schools in the cities and the 
lack of suitable courses in the coun- 
try schools. Soon it occupies a place 
all its own, from which it has been 
stretching out a helping hand to young 
America, ever since. 


Persons of means were the first 


patrons of the private schools. The 
crowded public schools and the feel- 
ing that their sons and daughters 
were not receiving- the early educa- 
tional training which the position of 
the parents made possible resulted In 
the establishment here" and there of 
schools where the courses usually 
taught daring- the last two or three 
years' attendance In public schools 
were taken up and supplemented by 
more advanced studies. It was a short 
step to the college preparatory school 
of today. 


There is, however, no antagonism 


between the public and the private 
school; rather, they work hand in 
hand, each doing Its share In the 
preparation cf boys and girls for the 
serious affairs of life. 


Today nearly every college has its 


preparatory school—conducted separ- 
ately—but recognized as a "feeder" 
for the college or university career. 
The development of the private school 
Idea has resulted in the establishment 
of secondary schools that tend young 
men 
and young women * forth 
fully 


equipped for their share In business 
life. 


To the boy or girl who is to attend 


college the private bearding school 
offers an advantage over the public 
school not only in the more thorough 
preparation as to st-idies. but in self- 
reliance the boy or girl wii! acquire— 
which becomes an important asset at 
the larger school. 


The individuality cf the student is 


broug-ht out in the private school 
more than is possible in the public 
school; more attention is paid to hi? 
needs, and the work he Is expected to 
do is along more definite lines, will 
his future in mind.—Nev,- Yor!-: T." 
une.

The city police force has lost a fa- 


miliar and respected figure by the re- 
tirement yesterday of Supt. Fitzger- 
ald. 


The retiring officer had a chery wel- 


come for a Daily Chronicle representa- 
tive who dropped in at his ofiiL-e in Old 
Jewry to wish him "good-by and good 
eek." It is twenty-eight and a half 
jears since he joined the force after 
service in the Welsh res*.meat, and 
there was plainly a note of regret in 
his voice as he said be had come to 
his last hour of duty and was chatting 
over things with his successor, Sapt.

knowns shrank from the interviewer.

Farringikm street, for i:i.:anec; do 
you ever see a 'block' there'.' As :o the 
delay where streets m«.-«.-: and cross the 
city rule is never to s;op one line of 
tralllc for more than a niiuute. As 
for the suggestion, that 
slow 
uariic 


should be diverted, leav:::g the chief 
streets for cabs and buses, we have 
practically no such alte: native routes 
east and west. 
The ideal would be 


for 
eastward truinc and the other 


for westward. Bearing on the matter 
Is the fact that the streets are so lib- 
erally watered as to be dangerous for 
horses and motors. This watering Is 
specially excessive at the sides of the 
s-Lreets. so that we hesitate about turn- 
lug heavy traffic there, as the burden- 
ed horses wouM never get a footuuiu. 


"As for London drivers, they remain 


as good as ever, though we miss the 
old omnibus driver, whose skill was 
world famous. 


"With regard to city crowds, they 


are wonderfully easy to handle if you 
go about it the proper way. If you 
to- to regulate them in a common sense 
manner they appreciate your affort^ 
and help you all they can. But if you 
were to try harsh measures the work 
would be very difficult. 


"Yes, Londoners make the best be- 


haved and best tempered crowd in the 
world, and they are getting better and 
better. At one time Lord Mayor's show 
day was followed by a large number of 
pocket picking charges, and thsre was 
a rough elemen-t to deal with, but all 
this has practically disappeared. Our 
golden rule is to watch the siue streets 
so that the crowds caiiaot converge and 
become unwieldly. 


"The densest crowd I ever saw in 


the city, was at the return of the C. 
I. "V'.'s and our difficulties were in- 
creased by the fact that we liad no 
mounted men on duty that day. The 
welcome to the Powerftil's 
sailors 


from L-adysmith was probably the next 
biggest day for us. A royal visit to 
the Guildhall is not so bad for us in 
the city, since—except at the lunch- 
eon hour, when warehouses and offices 
disgorge their thousands—the streets 
are not much more crowded than usual 
sightseers lining up further west. 


"As for recent crowds outside the 


Old Bailey, I agree with every word 
in the Daily Chronicle of yesterday and 
today. But, as matters now stand, it 
was belter for us the other da;-' to let 
the people gather in Old Bailey than 
in Newgate street, as we were able to 
keep the latter thoroughfare free for 
the escape of less popular people. The 
mob that welcomed Sievier was not 
a typical London crowd, but more of a 
racecourse crowd, and far more dif- 
ficult 
to handle."—London 
Daily

For Small Sailboats. 


It is quite a trick to lower a main- 


sail properly. In the first place tho 
he-ops should be jusi largo enough— 
not so large, however, that the sail 
dees not set close to the mast. Lower 
the throat first and follow it wi:h the 
peak. If the peak is dropped first the 
sail will not come down, it goes with- 
out saying that the sail must be stak- 
ing when you want to lower it. To 
lower a centre-board when under way 
put the helm up and keep the boat off. 
A small boat can be stoppei by put- 
ting the helm up and down across the 
beat quickly. This is useful in com- 
ing up to a dock or mooring. A boat 
can be got out of stays by dropping 
her peak and then hoisting it when 
she is under way.

PRIVATE SCHOOLS. 


Rapid Strides Made in -Secondary Ed- 
ucational Institutions. 


Never before in the history of Am- 
erican education liave there been so 
many and so well equipped 
private 
schools, from the kindergartens to tho 
college 
preparatoiy 
schools. 
Their 
gi'owth ill numbers 
and 
importance 
has been remarkable, paralleling,' the 
rapid strides made 
by 
the 
public 
schools. 


The secondary school is a result of 
the times, and it has responded to the 
demand so thoroughly that today the 
leading colleges report that from 50 
to 76 percent of their freshmen are 
graduates of private schools. 


Primarily the private school 
that 
prepares the boy or girl for college re- 
sulted from the overcrowding of tho 
public schools in the cities and the 
lack of suitable courses in the coun- 
try schools. 
Soon it occupies a place 
all its own, from which it has been 
stretching out a helping hand to young 
America ever since. 


Persons 
of means were 
the first 
patrons of the private schools. 
The 
crowded public schools and the feel- 
ing that 
their 
sons 
and 
daughters 
were not receiving the early educa- 
tional training which the position of 
the parents made possible resulted in 
the establishment her^ and there of 
schools 
where 
tho 
courses 
usually 
taught during the la^t two or threo 
years' attendance in 
public 
schools 
were taken up and supplemented by 
more advanced studies. 
It was a short 
step to the college preparatory gchool 
of today. 


There is, however, no antagonism 
between the public and the private 
school; rather, 
they 
work 
hand in 
hand, each 
doing its share in 
the 
preparation of boys and girls for the 
serious affairs of life. 


Today nearly every college has its 
preparatory school—conducted 
separ- 
ately—but recognized 
as a "feeder" 
for the college or university career. 
The development of the private school 
Idea has resulted in the establishment 
of secondary schools that send young 
men 
and young women \ forth fully 
equipped for their share in business 
life. 


To tho boy or girl who is to attend 
college the private boarding 
school 
offers an advantage over the public 
school not only in the more thorough 
preparation as to studies, but in self- 
reliance the boy or girl will acquire— 
which becomes an important asset at 
tho larger school, 


The Individuality of the student is 
brought 
out 
in tlie private 
school 
more than is possible in the public 
scliool; more attention Is paid to his 
needs, and the work he is expected to 
do Is along more definite lines, will' 
his future in mind.—New York Ti'.' 
une.

A PAST MASTER OF CROV/DS. 


Retiring London Police Supei tntendent 


Talks on Traffic Handling. 


Tho city i>olicc force has lost a fa- 
miliar and respocted flgnro by tho I'O* 
tlmment yesterday of SupL Fltzgor- 
a'.d, 


Tho retiring officer had a chery wel- 
come for a Daily Chroniclo roprcseuia- 
tivo who dix>pped in at his ofiico in Old 
Jewry to wish him "good-by and good 
luck." 
It is twenty-eight and a half 
years sinoo ho joined tho force after 
servico In tho Welsh regiment, aud 
there was plainly a noto of regret In 
his voice as he said ho hud como to 
his last hour of duty and was chatting 
over things with his successor, Supt. 
Nichols, 
But tho man who has faced 
tho ixiiils that only a 
police 
ofilcor 
knowns shrank from -the interviewer. 


"Look here," he protested» laughing- 
ly. *Tm not a hero; Vvo just done niy 
duly. 
But I*ve nlways 
managed 
to 
keep good friends with pressmen, so 
what can I toll you?'' 


Supt. Fitzgerald has of late 
had 
much to do with the control of trafilc 
and of tlio crowds that assemble on 
special occasions, so he was asked to 
talk about that. 


"Well, as to trafilc," ho said. "Uie 
problem doesn't got any easier. Wheth- 
er tho 'tubes* lightened things at all is 
quostionablo, and at -the same time you 
had tho introductiou of motor buses, 
which have aggravated tho problem. 
From my exporienco 1 should say that 
the only real remedy 
for congested 
trafflc is street widening, 
enormous 
though tho cost AN'ouId be. 
Look at 
FarringKlon 
streot, 
for 
Instanec; do 
you ever seo a *block* there? 
As to tho 
delay where streets meet and cross tho 
city rule Is never tt> stop ono lino of 
trnfiic for more than a minute. 
As 
for tho suggestion that 
slow 
traillc 
should be diverted, leaving the chief 
streets for cabs and buses, wo have 
practically no such alternative routes 
xiast and west. 
The ideal would be 
for 
eastwtard 
trafilc 
and tho other 
for westward. 
Bearing on the matter 
Is the fact that the slreats aro so lib- 
erally watered as to be dangerous for 
horses and motors. 
This watering is 
specially excessive at the sides of tho 
streets, so that.we hesitate about turn- 
ing heavy trafilc there, as tho burden- 
ed horses would never get a foothold. 


"As for London drivers, they remain 
as good as ever, though we miss the 
old omnibus driver, whose skill was 
world famous. 


"With regard to city crowds, they 
are wonderfully easy to handle if you 
go about it the proper way. 
If you 
ti-y to regula-te them in a common sense 
manner they appreciate your aft'orLs 
aud help you all they can^ But if you 
were to try harsh measures the work 
would bo very difilcult. 


"Yes, Londoners make the best bo- 
have-d and best tempered crowd In the 
world, and they are getting better and 
better. At one time Lord Mayor's show 
day was followed by a large number of 
pocket picldng charges, and thsro was 
a rough elemenit to deal with, but all 
this has practically disappeared. Our 
golden rule is to watch the side streets 
so that the crowds cannot converge and 
became unwieldly. 


"Tho densest crowd I ever saw in 
the city, was at the return of the C. 
I. V.'s and our difilculiLies were in- 
creased by the fact that we had no 
mounted men on duty that day. 
Tho 
welcome 
to 
tho 
PowerPul's 
sailors 
from Ladysmlth was probably the next 
biggest day for us. 
A I'oyal visit to 
the Cruiidhail is not so bad for us In 
the city, since—except a-t tho lunch- 
eon hour, when warehouses and ofiices 
disgorge their tliousands—the 
streets 
aro not much more crowded than usual 
sightseers lining up further west. 


"As for recent crowds outside the 
Old Bailey, I agree with evei-y word 
in the Daily Chronicle of yesterday and 
today. 
But, as matters now stand, it 
was better for us tho other day to let, 
the people gather in Old Bailey than 
In Newgate street, as we were able to 
keep the latter thoroughfare free for 
the escape of less popular people. 
The 
mob that welcomed Sievier was not 
a typical London ci'owd, but more of a 
racecourse crowd, and far more dif- 
ficult 
to handle,"—^London 
Daily 
Chronicle. 


For Small Sailboata. 


It is quite a trick to lower a main- 
sail properly. 
In the first place tho 
hoops siiould be just large 
enougu— 
not so large, however, that tho sail 
doeg not set close to the mast. 
Lower 
tho throat first and follow it with tho 
peak. 
If tho peak Is dropped first tho 
sail will not como down. It goes with- 
out saying that the sail must be shak' 
Ing when you want to 
lower 
it. 
To 
lower a centre-board when under way 
put the helm up and keep the boat ol£. 
A small boat can. be stopped 
by put- 
ting the helm up and down across the 
boat quickly. 
This Is useful in com- 
ing up to a dock or mooring. 
A boat 
can be got out of 
stays 
by dropping 
her peak and then hoisting 
it when 
sho is under way. 
Another way is to 
put the helm down^ slaclc 
the 
main- 
sheet and let her 
drift 
back; 
then 
trim her 
quickly and 
sho will 
sail 
away. 
Always go to tho lee side of a 
dock.

sure that it is

beggars' guild graciously consents to 
condone his error of judgmenL 


The guilds of China, large and small, 


count for many millions of people and 
many millions of profits. It might be 
worth Uncle Sam's while to find out 
really what is the matter and to tally 
business before it is too late.—Steph- 
en Bonsai in New York Herald. 


Highest Mountains of Texas. 


That the honor would rest with the 


Guadalupe Mountains, a timber-capped 
range in the northern part of El Paso 
county not far from the New Mexican 
boundary line, has long seemed prob- 
able. In describing these mountains 
Professor R. T. Hill in his monumen- 
tal treatise on the Texas region pro- 
nounced them the highest in the state. 
Notwithstanding an error of nearly a 
thousand feet in his published eleva- 
tion—an error resulting from the un- 
certain aneroid—his statement was 
correct. 
During the summer of 1904, 


while Van Horn county was being 
mapped by the topographers of the 
United States Geological Survey, care- 
ful observations were made to deter- 
mine the elevations of the Guadalupe 
Range. The work was constructed by 
Arthur Stiles, who has recently work- 
ed out his field notes and has conclu- 
sively determined the highest point 
in his native state. The elevation is 
5,C90 feet above the sea, and the pealc 
—the highest in the Guadalupe Range 
—is significantly called by the Mexi- 
cans El Capitan.—Gainesville Hes- 
perian.

There Is much humbug and make be- 
lieve ("make see," they-call It) in 
China. Tho army, the national wealth 
and oven tho supposedly world men- 
acing iKDpulation of tho Celestial Em- 
pire havo ono and all been taken down 
a peg or two of recent years. 
Prob- 
ably only ono great potential for good 
or evil of the commercial bodies, of 
whose anti-foreign activity wo have 
board so much of lato. 


From Manila has come tho pithy 
Btatement Uiat "all foreign devils look 
alike to Chinks," but, unfortunately, 
our consular ofllcors scattered througli- 
out China all agi*eo that tho boycott 
of which all foreigners complain is es- 
pecially directed against tho prestige 
of Uncle Sam and tho very profilablo 
commerce of his sons. 
Big as China 
Is, It is apparently not big enough to 
conljaiiu this boycott, which three or 
four hundred million persons are called 
upon by their usual leaders to enforce. 
Wherever "the Chinese drive" there 
they havo a way of monoix)lozing com- 
merce, and they certainly are the con- 
trolling factor in the trade of East 
Asia, from the mouth of the Amoor 
down to Java I-Iead and Sumatra, and 
It is equally certain they are worlting 
against the expansion of our trade. 


A great many very 
conscientious 
men, who carry tlieir Now England 
consciences Into our Far Eastern pos- 
sessions, say that wo are only getting 
what wo deserve out in China, 
They 
assert that our treatment of the Chi- 
nese coolie has been outrageous, and 
that llie exclusion acts aro a stain up- 
on the otherwise stainless honor of 
our national escutcheon. 
This may 
well be, but I do not think that it 
strikes the Chinese in this lig'ht, aud 
pix>bíiíbly our treatment of the Chinese 
coolies has little or nothing to do 
with the boycott under which our trade 
and our feelings are suffering. Wheth- 
er it be right or wrong ethically, tho 
Chinese 
government 
recognizes 
tho 
absolute necessity of protecting the 
home labor market in the 
various 
provinces whicli compose tho empire. 
There is no such thing sxs free emigra- 
tion from one province to another, ac- 
cording to the demands of the labor 
Btoation, 


For instamce, the people of the cen- 
tral provinces will only allow the im- 
portation, say of a few Shantaung men 
from the north or Cantonese from the 
south. The moment the influx of for- 
eigners threatens to reduce wag^ the 
same troubles arise 
which 
twenty 
years ag'o distracted our Pacific states 
and brought about the enactment of 
the exclusion Law. Our trade and our 
prestige are doubtless made the ob- 
ject of the first attack because Mr. Wu 
Ting-fang, until recently Chinese min- 
ister in Washington and now an open 
advocate of the anti-American boycott, 
knows full well that the national con- 
science of America is not at "all satis- 
fied with what has been our policy to- 
ward China and would gladly bring 
about a change. 


It is also undeniable that our popu- 
larity has waned in China 
of recent 
year«, 
Oua- policy during the Boxer 
outbreak was most correct, but in de- 
tails its execution was faulty and the 
Chinese were disappointed. 
Our gov- 
ernment and most of our 
ofllcials 
Bpared no effort to stop looting, but 
unfortunately the Temple of Ances- 
(jors, in Pekin, was looted and the 
blame for It, rightly or wrongly, has 
been placed upon our shoulders. Then 
again, when- tho disorder was over, wo 
sent In a pretty thrifty bill for dam- 
ages. 
I shall never folget the crest- 
raJien countenance of Li Hung» Chang 
v/hen lie received Uncle Sam's bill. • 


"You talk very good," ho said, "but 
you send in mighty big bill." 


Of course, we mean to pay back this 
money after all the real proved dam- 
ages have been paid, but the Chinese 
do not know that. 
They only know 
that we exacted a surprisingly large 
sum of money when 
they 
needed 
money most and it was hardest to get, 
Of course, our bill was not as big as 
that of some of the odior Powers, 
Avhom we am accustomed to charac- 
terize as predatory, but it 
was 
a 
mighty big bill, in view of the fact, 
as the veneable viceroy put it, "we had 
talked so good." 


Undoubtedly the negoitiations which 
liaive recently been conludcd between 
the Chinese government and tlie Am- 
erican capitalists who own tho con- 
cession to build a railroad from Han- 
kow to Caaton have left a very bad 
impression upon tiie Chinese mind. The 
concession was secured because those 
who sought it were Americans, and 
consequenitly wltliout political aflllla- 
tlons in tho great intrigue that was 
then going on for the upper hand in 
China, 
But those good Simon Pure 
Americans immediately sold 
out a 
largo interest in their concession to 
Belgium capitalists, 
behind 
whom, 
rightly or wrongly, tne Pekin govern- 
ment thought to see the liand 
of 
Russia. 


nightly or wrongly, the viceroys who 
had backed their project thought the 
American concessioners had deceived 
Ihem, and then began that passive op- 
position to the execution of the pro- 
ject which has resulted In the Chinese 
taking over the propeny at which they 
considered an exorbitant, not lo say, 
extortionate, price. Eight million dol- 
lars for less than twenty-eight miles of 
railway in a country where manual 
labor is as cheap as It is in China, is 
a pretty stiff price. The Chinese, lit- 
tle 
experienced 
In 
the 
expense of 
pix>ivoiion and flotation and tho fees 
of inteo-ntational lawyers, call it a swin- 
dle. Certainly Minister Conger in pro- 
pouncing* the whole transaction a ser- 
ious birw to American prestlg:© and 


American influence lu China 
was 
speakimg well within tho bounds ol 
moderation. 


In the reports of tho existing boy- 
cott and tho anti-American riots which 
it has provoked tho directing and con- 
trolling influence of tho agiUxtlon is 
generally recognized as that of the 
commoiiclal clubs or guilds. 
Of these 
there are three kinds, all as old as tho 
hills, far antedating the famous guilds 
of London. Somo are simply trade or- 
gauilzatlons of merchants—for Instance 
those engaged iu silk or tho rieo trade 
aro organized for muiaal help and pro- 
tection. 
Others aro simply labor un- 
ions, such as wo know them. All men 
who handle rice havo ono organization, 
all who work in silk have another. The 
moro interesting' and novel forms of 
tho Chinese gruild is ono iu which tho 
employers aud tho employed meet up- 
on a common ground and iu tho same 
club house. 
Here the employers sit 
on one side and the workers upon the 
other. All lii'oubles arising havo to be 
regulated by arbitration, 
and 
em- 
ployers and employes combine to take 
such action as may bo beneficial to the 
trade iu which they are both vitally 
concerned. 


What self-contained and iniluential 
bodies those associations aro may bo 
seen ivom tho fact that one of tho reg- 
ulations provides that no appeal from 
the decisions of the guild can bo made 
to the courts. A member who offends 
in this paitdcular, whether he bo em- 
ployer or laboring man. Is immediate- 
ly expelled. 
If the unfortunate be a 
merchant, he is ruined by tho boycott 
which his late comrades enforce, if he 
be a working man ho is refused em- 
ployment by all and ostracized in every 
way, and there are frequent instances 
whore such an unfortunate has been 
tCiarved to death. 


Every Chinese guild has its patron 
saint, or rather sage—generally some 
very successful business man of a past 
generation. 
In China George Wash- 
ington would be the patron of the to- 
bacco growers and Maishall Field of 
those who make their money in depart- 
ment stores. The patron's "soul name," 
and sometimes his statue, stands in 
the pagoda most affected by the mem- 
bers of this particular guild, for the 
purpose of pilgrimages and picnics. 
Until the last tlireo or four generations 
the activity of the guilds in China, it 
is said, was llmLled to purposes of mu- 
tual aid and 
protection. 
Latterly, 
however, their activity has become of- 
fensive as well as defensive. As a gen- 
eral thing, when a member of a guild 
considers himself wronged in a com- 
mercial or any other transaction he 
lays the facts before Ills fellow mem- 
bers. 
If' they find that his grievance 
Is well founded, as a rult; the guild 
prosecutes the case and defrays all ex- 
penses. 


Many of the handsomest buildings in 
all China are occupied by the guilds, 
eMier as clubs for social pui'poses or 
as exchanges. 
Many of them 
have 
magnificent halls for theatrical per- 
formances and suites of rooms for dis- 
tinguished scholars and traveling* of- 
ficials. 
The rice guilds and the silk 
guilds often spend more money than 
have our lifQ insurance companies in 
makin'g legislators have a good time 
and 
feel 
friendly. 
Judge 
Fields' 
•'House of Mirth" im Albany looks like 
less than thirty cents la comparison, 
with 
the 
wonderful 
Blue 
Pavilion 
where the Cantonese merchants bind 
Influential people with the chains of 
hospitality. 


Undoubtedly through the guilds pub- 
lic opinion in China finds its most po- 
tent expression. 
Influential guilds of- 
ten bring about the removal of a vice- 
roy. They aro eminently associations 
to be conciliated, because they repre- 
sent that class of society in China 
which is most effectively organized. 
If a governor or viceroy can get along 
with the guild his administration is 
apt tx) bo a peaceful and a profitable 
one. 
If he does nothing' to restrain 
tmde aoid much to further it, legally 
or illegally, the guilds will dine and 
wine him and sing his praises through 
the resident lobbyists, which all the 
impoitant guilds maintain iu Pekin, 
and when the end of his administlra- 
tion is reached, for in China they have 
rotatioiii in oifice and the samo uncer- 
tainty in the matter of promotion as 


we do, the guild may ask of the de- 
parting viceroy as a last favor the 
present of a pair of his boots, which 
are hung up by the city's gates or in 
the pagoda of the guild to keep frag- 
rant the memory of an ofilclal who 
fostered ti'ade and undei^tood the re- 
quirement of business. 
s^ 
Often the guilds speak a 
mighty 
word for righteousness, and not sel- 
dom, alas, for g'raft. For instance, if 
but half they say of the Collin Guild 
In Canton be true that must bo In tho 
words of tho late Jesse Jamey, "a 
most desi>ieable" body of mon, 
Somo 
years ago, when the black death was 
raging in the gi'eat city of Southern 
China, the viceroy, acting at tho eug- 
gestion of several foreign physicians, 
ordered that all the rat and cat restau- 
rants, much affected by the 
Icwer 
classes, bo closed, the rat partlcul'irly 
being regarded as a very common car- 
rier of ahe plague germs. There was of 
course some discontent among lho»e 
who ttpp.eciate the tidbits of rat :>ud 
the len-i.rloin of cat, and the OoL.n 
Trust got up street parades and torch- 
light processions In boats .along iho 
water front, and then they told the 
viceroy he would get himself disliked 
if he didn't let the rat and cat res- 
taurants open up. 
Certain It is he 
withdrew from •t^ho position he had at 
first taken up. The restaurants were 
oixîned, the plague increased; eighty 


thousand men and women died IMt 
summer iu Canton, and all paid Irlbut« 
to the Coflln Trust, whicli oi 
COUTM 
accorded a certlflcato of merit to the 
Viceroy when his term was up. Here 
indeed was a man who had not re- 
stralnod trade. 


Somo of tho guilds roprosont in tlie 
aggregate almost untold wealth and 
some not the least Influential, however, 
aro very i)oor. Even tho beggars have 
a guild, 
Tho wholesalo merchau'ts ot 
Central and Southern China arc espec- 
ially conspicuous for their wealth aud 
for tho ability and tlie honesty wlUl 
which they manage largo enterprise«, 
Tho retail merchant may keep false 
weights; he often admits ho has to, 
the competition is so great, but as a 
rule in China the wholesalo morcJiant'e 
word is as good as his bond. Indeed, 
I once heard a retiring giovomor of the 
Hong Kong Bank say that In 
hU 
twenty-flvo years banking experience 
ho had found, the word of tho Ohlae^ 
man aa good as the bond of th'», for- 
eigner, in faöb, it was, ho salft, the 
best collateral ho know of. 
In 
the 
old'days of Uie China trade, when the 
American firms of the Rüssels, the 
Heards, Uie Lows and tho Griswolda 
were powers In tho Eastern trade, the 
absolute Imtcgrity of the Chlhoso Hong 
Kong merchant was proverbial. 
In 
those days before International bank- 
ing had been developed to its present 
state of perfection, millions were ei- 
len intrusted for months at a time to 
the Chinese representatives of these 
firms, and there is no record of a not- 
able breach of trust. 


How effective the boycott aeainst ue 
1» proving tho i-eports from our con- 
suls show only too plainly. The Chi- 
nese practised the boycott centuries 
before tho Irish question arose and the 
modern niame of tho practice 
wae 
evolved from tho proceedings of the 
Land League. 
Tho i>oorest guild in 
China is that of tho beggars, but by 
the power of effective 
organization 
they can, and often do, ruin tho rich- 
est merchants. 
Every great city Is 
divided into wards and apiKjrtloned to 
delegates of this guild. 
Each house- 
holder or Btorekeei>er is told wliat he 
must give in tho namo of sweet char- 
ity, The delegate Is aiways polite and 
restrained in lauiguago, but if an un- 
derstiamding is not reached, should tlie 
luckless merchant protes-t that ho is 
taxed too high, his shop is suddenly 
invaded by hundreds of cripples, his 
goods ruined by contact with their noi- 
some rags, his stock In trade Is lost, 
his custometrs leave him, he is ruined, 
unless he capiitulates In time and the 
beggars' gniild graciously consents to 
condone his error of judgment. 


The guilds of China, large aud small, 
count for maaiy milllonB of i)eople and 
many millions of profits. It might bo 
worth Uncle Sam's while to find out 
really what is the matter and to talk 
business before It Is too late.—Steph- 
en Bonsai In New York Herald. 


Highest 
Mountains of 
Texas. 


That the honor would rest with tho 
Guadalupe Mountains, a timber-capped 
range In the northern part of El Paso 
county not far from the New Mexican 
boundary line, has long seemed prob- 
able. 
In describing these mountains 
Professor R. T. Hill in his monumen- 
tal treatise on tho Texas region pro- 
nounced them the highest in the state. 
Notwithstanding an error of nearly a 
thousand feet in his published eleva- 
tion—an error resulting from tho un- 
certain aneroid—his 
statement 
was 
correct. 
During the summer of 1904, 
while Van Horn county was being 
mapped by tho topographers of tho 
United States Geological Survey, care- 
ful observations wero made to deter- 
mine the elevations of tho Guadalupe 
Range, 
The work was constructed by 
Arthur Stiles, who has recently work- 
ed out his field notes and has conclu- 
sively determined the highest point 
in his native state. 
The elevation is 
5,090 feet abovo tho sea, and tlie peak 
—the highest in the Guadalupe Range 
—is slfmificantly called by tho Mexi- 
cans 
El 
Capltan,—Gainesville 
Hes- 
perian,

Shred finely 2 ounces of beeswax 
and 1-2 ounce of white wax, Into 1-1 
pint of tu 
'.ine*; 
set in a warm 


place until dKoolved. then pour over 
the mixture, the following, boiled to- 
gether until melted: 1-2 pint of water, 
an ounce of castile soap and a piece 
of rosin the size of a small nutmeg; 
mix thoroughly and keep in a wide- 
necked stone bottle 
for use. 
This 
cleans well, leaves a good polish and 
may be made at a quarter of the 
price for which it is sold.—Boston 
Post. 


Repairing 
Gloves. 


A mistake that 
is often made is 
mending gloves with silk. 


At any notion counter you can get 
for 15 cents a plait of cotton threads 
of various colors, especially intended 
for this purpose. 
With it should be 
kept a small piece of wax, a thimble, 
a glove meded and a paper of reg- 
ular glove nee-dles, 
which have the 
points slightly 
flattened. 


Slip these in the top bureau draw- 
er, where you will not have to hunt 
for them, and if you are putting on a 
g'love to go out and see that a thread 
is broken, showing only the tiniest 
hole, stop right there and mend it. It 
won't take but a few seconds, and if 
you let it go the rip is bound to be- 
come longer and the edges of the kid 
will roll and then the glove- vnW al- 
ways show that it has been repaired, 
no matter how carefully it is done.— 
New York Press. 


Care of Veils and Lace. 


Veils of the mesh variety can be 
kept looking fresh and new if they 
aré dipped in vinegar and then rolled 
over a stick well padded with a piece 
of 
flannel. 


Lace collars and cuffs can be reno- 
vated at home if carefully washed in 
warm water and fine- soap, rinsed and 
then pinned to a padded board or to 
a pillow. See that each point is 
pulled out and a pin placed in it, oth- 
erwise the shape will be lost. 


Ribbon, net yokes and waists, silk 
blouses and underskirts can all be 
satisfactorily cleaned at home if they 
are washed 
in gasoline and then 
hung in the air to dry. 


When cleaning 
garments in this 
way one must be careful not to use 
the gasoline in the house or where 
the fumes will come in contact with 
a lighted gas jet or fire, as they ig- 
nite quickly and will explode. When 
materials are cleaned in this way it 
is not necessary to iron them.—New 
York Press. 


Recipes. 


Chili Saucc.—Twelve ripe tomatoes, 
6 onions, 4 green squash peppers, all 
chopped fine; 1 tablespoonful salt, 1 
tablespoonful cloves, I tablespoonful 
mustard, 1 pint vinegar, 1 cupful sug- 
ar; cook 3 hours slowly. 


Salted Almonds.—One-half pound of 
almonds, one tablespoon of butter or 
olive oil, salt; shell, blanch and dry 
the almonds; heat the butter or oil 
in chafing dish or double boiler; then 
add 
almonds; cook to a 
delicate 
brown; shake pan constantly and stir 
ofteoi to keep from burning; 
drain 
almonds and dry on soft paper, and 
then sprinkle with fine salt. 


Prune Custard Pudding.—Stew 1-2 
pound prunes in Avater to cover until 
the stones will slip out easily. Let 
the syrup boil awa3^ 
Soak 1 pint 
of dried cake in 1 quart of milk. Add 
2 beaten eggs, a little salt and spice 
and tho stewed prunes, 
Bake slow- 
ly about 1 hour, or until a knife will 
come out clean. 
Stir 2 or 3 timed 
at first to prevent the fruit from set- 
tling. Serve with creamed butter and 
sugar. 


Creamed Chicken,—Have 11-2 cups 
of cooked chicken cut in small cubes 
(half inch). 
Melt two tablespoonfuls 
of butter; in it cook two tablespoon- 
fuls of flour and one fourth a tea-^ 
spoonful each 
of salt and 
pepper; 
add one cup of milk or thin cream 
and stir untii boiling; add tho beaten 
yolks of one or two eggs, and stir, 
without boiling, until the egg is set; 
add the chicken and let stand over 
hot water until very hot. 


Meat Fi'itters,—Slices of cold meat, 
6 ounces flour, 1 tablespoon of salad 
oil, salt, 
2 eggs, 
dripping. 
Put G 
ounces of flour and 1-2 saltspoon of 
salt into a babln, add the oil and mis 
the flour io a smooth paste, stir gent- 
ly in 1-2 pint of tepid water. Whip the 
v/hites of the eggs to a stiff froth, 
lightly mix it wiih the batter, stand 
it aside for 1 hour to rise, put sonic 
dripping in a 
saucepan and let it 
boil. Dip the slices of meat in the 
batter and fry a golden brown in ti^v 
boiling dripiing.
